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School’s draft budget includes 3% increase

Fulton County Schools 
Superintendent Aaron Collins 
introduced financial consultant 
Gail Bender to the board during 
the Fulton County School Board 
meeting on Thursday, Jan. 16. 
“Gail Bender is working with 
us as a financial consultant and 
she has provided us with a lot of 
assistance in a short period of 
time. She has done a wonderful 
job.” Bender will be assisting 
the financial team at Fulton 
County Schools for the next few 
months. 

While a forensic audit is 
being performed by a team 
at Alexander Thompson and 
Arnold (ATA) a draft budget 
still needs to be presented to 
the board. “The budget is a 
draft budget that is required 
by Kentucky Department of 


Education (KDE),” stated Supt. 
Collins. “At Thursday night’s 
meeting, we did not have a 
starting point for the budget as 
we did not have a cash balance 
from the 2012-13 fiscal year as 
Jason Anderson from ATA and 
his team are diligently working 
on that number.” 

Without a current ending 
balance, the decision was made 
to work off the ending balance 
of the 2011-12 figures to create 
a draft budget. 

“With the 2014-15 draft 
budget, we set aside a 3% raise 
for certified faculty and added 
money to the “property” account 
to allow for future projects such 
as a field house that would also 
have a concession stand and 
bathrooms that would support 
football, baseball, softball and 
track and field,” continued 
Supt. Collins. “The budget 


also took into consideration 
that the board would accept the 
School Facilities Construction 
Commission (FSCC) offer from 
the state and allow us bonding 
potential of approximately 2.7 
million dollars.” 

The forensic audit should be 
completed by January 31. “ATA 
was in our office today (Jan. 16) 
working on that audit,” noted 
Supt. Collins. 

The school was granted 
an extension by KDE for the 
submission of the 2012-13 fiscal 
audit by February 15. The fiscal 
audit will provide the board 
with a cash balance. 

Another review of the budget 
is planned for March, which will 
give a more concise picture of 
any major cuts that might need 
to be made to personnel.

suggestion, Mr. Solomon was 
contacted and through him we 
were able to get in touch with 
Perry Lee who headed up the 
exploratory team that came to 
Hickman during the first week 
of January to investigate the 
possibility of partnering with 
us.”

Slow cooking safety - Cooking at a low 
temperature up to 200°F and with cooking times up 
to 10 hours or cooking on high with temperatures 
300°F or above for only an hour or so are both safe 
options when using a crock-pot 

Meat Safety - Use chunks or pieces instead of a 
whole chicken or roast. Always use fresh or thawed 
meats - not frozen. 

Knowing when meat is done - Stick a 
meat thermometer in the middle and check the 
temperature on top of the thermometer using 
guidelines for various meat types. 

Slow cooker cooking tips - Always use a

Ms. Cookie looks to increase breakfast participation 
at school despite changes in the federal guidelines

Balancing nutrition along with 
physical activity goes hand in 
hand when promoting a healthy 
and safe learning environment 
for the students of Fulton 
County Schools. Delores Giles, 
otherwise known affectionately 
as Ms. Cookie, meticulously 
and lovingly plans the meals 
for the students and has been 
dealing with federal and state 
regulations for four years now 
and with Nutrition Services. 

In conjunction with the 
Healthy, Hunger-Free Kids Act 
of 2010 additional regulations 
are being implemented 
changing the types of foods 
now being served to children 
during breakfast and lunch. 
“Whole grains and less sodium 
are two major areas of focus 
right now,” stated Ms. Cookie. 



“One example is less protein 
and more whole-grains.” 

This means less meat and 
other proteins are being served 
at breakfast. “This has affected 
our breakfast crowd,” she said. 
“One of my goals in the coming 
year is to increase our breakfast 
participation numbers.” 

Known for her attention to 
detail, Ms. Cookie recently 
checked out the label of the 
green beans now being served 
at Fulton County Schools. “The 
sodium count has gone down 
from 380 to 140,” Ms. Cookie 
stated. “This hasn’t stopped 
the kids from eating the green 
beans.” 

Many of the products, which 
will be served to school-aged 
children, are being formulated 
reducing salt. This goes along 
with the types of foods that 
schools are allowed to serve. 

For example, by July 1, 2022, 
depending on the age/grade 
of the child, the sodium levels 
will be dramatically reduced 


for both breakfast and lunch. In 
2014 for K-5 the number is 540 
and by 2022 it will be another 
110 points less, at 430. A lunch 
served to students in grades 6-8 
will be at 1,360 grams in 2014 
and has a final target amount of 
710. 

Some schools have changed 
from serving pizza sticks with 
marina sauce, banana, raisins, 
and whole milk and lunch 
might now consist of chef 
salad, cooked corn, raw baby 
carrots, banana, skim milk, low 
fat ranch dressing and low fat 
Italian dressing. Ms. Cookie 
said that she can still serve pizza 
sticks if she doesn’t go over the 
calorie range and if they are 
whole grain, and the milk is fat 
free or 1%. 

Some of these changes are 
subtle enough that the children 
might not even notice it, but 
some of them are expensive. 
The new standards are expected 
to cost $3.2 billion over the 
next five years — less than half 


of the estimated cost of the 
proposed rule and are just one 
of five major components of the 
Healthy Hunger Free Kids Act. 

The standards are trying to 
incorporate practical changes 
that many parents might already 
be encouraging their children to 
eat at home. They include: 

• Ensuring students are offered 
both fruits and vegetables every 
day of the week 

• Substantially increasing 
offerings of whole grain-rich 
foods 

• Offering only fat-free or 
low-fat milk varieties 

Another is limiting the 
calories based on the age of 
the child. “We have calorie 
guidelines to follow,” stated Ms. 
Cookie. These calorie guidelines 
include: 

• Grades K-5:550-650/weekly 
average 

• Grades 6-8: 600-700/weekly 
average

at Liberty Baptist Church are 
learning just how amazing God 
is using their offering. “An 
indigenous missionary and a 
seaplane pilot were able to fly 
the Messengers into the Ticuna 
people,” Cole explained. “We 
have learned that many were 
saved and now they have a 
church of 150 members.” Some 
of the members of the first 
church have already been sent 
out to start a second church. 

A Messenger is is a hand-held 
audio device powered by solar 
energy, providing groundbreak¬ 
ing opportunities for Christians 
to deliver biblical teachings by 
offering complete content in 
two languages instead of one. 
This is ideal for vast regions of 
the world where two languages 
are commonly spoken, 
especially since the listener can 
switch from one language to the 
other at the touch of a button. 

Messengers require no batter¬ 
ies or electricity and arrive 
loaded with the books of 
Psalms, Proverbs, the entire 
New Testament and 65 
sermons. What is particularly 
exciting is the development of 
how the Messengers are reach¬ 
ing illiterate communities and 


cullers where copies of the 
Bible are sparse. This makes it 
is easier to share the gospel with 
those who have no access to the 
latest technology or even to 
electricity. 

The story of how the Messen¬ 
gers were translated and trans¬ 
ported for the YBS donation, 
will be in a recent upcoming 
edition of In Touch magazine. 
“The staff at In Touch were so 
awed at God’s work in this 
project that they started corre¬ 



sponding with us about telling 
our story,” Cole said. 

So much were they touched by 
the awesome affect of their 
donation and what chain of 
events it has sparked that 
managing editor of In Touch 
magazine Jamie Hughes and 
supervising producer for their 
broadcast Amy Kossover spent 
a few days last week with 


church members, VBS workers, 
and students gathering informa¬ 
tion for the article. 

An additional article will be 
published in June based on an 
interview with the children. 
“Some time in early spring, 
possibly March, Amy will 
return for four days with a 
filming crew to film a re¬ 
enactment of the worship 
service at VBS as well as our 
Sunday worship service,” Cole 
said excitedly. “We have been 
touring Fulton for possible 
filming locations.” 

The original letter that Cole 
sent with the offering has been 
included as a part of the 
Messengers ministry, reaching 
millions of households around 
the world. “I’m still in shock 
and totally amazed how God is 
using that little offering to reach 
so many for His glory,” 
concluded Cole. 

Currently, the Messenger is 
available in 12 languages, 
including Mandarin, Arabic, 
Spanish, Hindi, and Russian. 
More languages are coming, 
with particular attention being 
paid to tribal languages and 
those of unreached people 
groups.

The map located to the 
left shows where the boundary 
lines are now located and below 
is the descriptive wording of 
each district.

District 1—High School 

Beginning at the Kentucky/ 
Tennessee state line and the 
intersection with the Magisterial 
District 2/1 BOUNDARY, 
and proceeding northeasterly 
along the Magisterial District 
2/1 Boundary to the northern 
limit of Census Block 2089 
(Tract 960100), proceeding 
westward along the northern 
boundary of Census Block 2089 
to the north eastern boundary 
of Census Block 2088 (Tract 
960100), continuing west 
along the northern boundary 
of Block 2088 to McFadden 
Rd, proceeding south along 
McFadden road to its end, then 
continuing south along the

Land Between The Lakes Bison Auction set 


Land Between The Lakes 
(LBL) National Recreation Area 
has scheduled their annual Bison 
Auction for Saturday, Feb. 1, 
2014, at the South Bison Range, 
just south of The Homeplace 
on Woodlands Trace National 
Scenic Byway in Tennessee. 

The auction will begin at 9 
a.m. Bid packages and viewing 
will be available at 8 am that 
morning. Approximately 39 
bison will be sold at this year’s 
auction. Bison will be sold 
individually. An approximate 
list of animals will include: 
6 cows (born 1994-1999), 1 
large young bull (born 2011), 5 
yearling heifers and 12 yearling 
bulls (born 2012), 7 heifer calves 
and 8 bull calves (bom 2013). If 
heavy rain or snowfall prohibits 

an on-site auction , the auction 
will be moved across the road to 
The Homeplace picnic shelter. 

Land Between The Lakes 
manages two herds of 
American Bison. Due to annual 
reproduction, there is a need 
to remove surplus bison from 
each herd. Thinning of the herd 
is necessary to sustain optimal 
habitat conditions and animal 
health. 

Bison must be paid for in full 
on the day of the auction. All 
animals will be tested for TB 
and Brucellosis, and certified by 
a licensed veterinarian. Buyers 
have the option of vaccinating 
bison prior to loading by an 


on-site veterinarian for a small 
fee. Specific details regarding 
the age, sex, and weight of 
all animals to be sold may be 
obtained after January 27, by 
calling Curtis Fowler at 270- 
924-2061. A final list of sale 
animals will also be provided 
at sale time and will include 
weight, age, and sex for each 
respective bison. 

Bison should be loaded 
by the buyers immediately 
following the auction. If loading 
or transport is not possible, 
purchasers may pick up their 
bison the following Monday. 
There will be a $20 per-animal 
service fee for holding bison 
after the sale date. Bison may 
not be loaded into open-top 
trailers. The Forest Service will 
assist the buyer in loading their 
bison, but once bison step off 
the loading chute and into the 
buyer’s trailer, they become 
the property of the buyer and 
the Forest Service assumes no 
further responsibility for the 
animals.

Applications submitted 
after this date will be held for 
the next funding consideration 
and ranking, likely in federal 
fiscal year 2015. NRCS does 
not accept applications directly 
from individual landowners for 
this program. Landowners must 
work through an approved entity 
to participate in FRPP. 

NRCS administers the 
program that has protected 
more than 2 million acres of the 
nation’s most valuable lands for 
the production of food, feed and 
fiber since 1996. In Kentucky, 
FRPP funds have helped 
purchase 191 conservation 
easements on over 32,000 acres 
and will help secure six more in 
the near future. Several of the 
protected farms have been of 
historical and/or archaeological 
importance including a civil war 
battlefield. 

“In order to feed the 
increasing world population, we 
must ensure farmers have prime 
agricultural land available. 
FRPP easements ensure that 
productive farms are protected 
from development and will 
be kept in agricultural uses 
forever,” said Assistant State 
Conservationist for Programs, 
Deena Wheby. 

The amount available for 
this program in Kentucky for 
2014 is approximately $1.7 
million. This program provides 
matching funds to organizations 
to purchase conservation 
easements on private working 
lands.

More than 120,000 babies are 
bom with a birth defect each 
year in the United States - 3,000 
of which are born in Kentucky, 
according to the state Depart¬ 
ment for Public Health (DPH). 

To help raise awareness of 
this issue and prevent future 
birth defects, the Kentucky Birth 
Surveillance Registry (KB SR) 
Program, which is housed in 
DPH, is partnering with the Na¬ 
tional Birth Defects Prevention 
Network this month to dispense 
educational information and pro¬ 
mote public health resources. 

“Most people are unaware of 
how common, costly and critical 
birth defects are in the United 
States, or that there are simple 
steps that can be taken to reduce 
them,” said Monica Clouse, co¬ 
ordinator for KB SR. “Through¬ 
out the month of January, DPH 
will be focusing on raising 
awareness of this serious health 
issue among health care profes¬ 
sionals, educators, social service 
professionals, and the general 
public to emphasize the high 
prevalence of birth defects and 
how to prevent them.” 

The risk for many types of 
birth defects can be reduced 
through healthy lifestyle choices 
and medical care before and dur¬ 
ing pregnancy. 

“The health of both parents 
prior to pregnancy can affect 
the risk of having a child with a 
birth defect,” said DPH Genetic 
Counselor, Joyce Robl. “Food 
intake, lifestyle choices, factors 
in the environment, health con¬ 
ditions and medications taken 
before and during pregnancy all 
can play a role in reducing or 
increasing the risk of birth de¬ 
fects.” 

Many different kinds of birth 
defects exist, including con¬ 
genital heart defects; cleft lip 
or palate; defects of the brain 
and spine; defects of the bones, 
muscles and internal organs; and 
a variety of genetic syndromes 
such as Down syndrome. Some 
have only a minor and brief ef¬ 
fect on a baby’s health, while 
others have life-threatening or 
life-long effects, which can of¬ 
ten be lessened by early detec¬ 
tion and treatment.

Public 
awareness, expert medical care, 
accurate and early diagnosis, and 
social support systems are all es¬ 
sential for optimal prevention 
and treatment of these debilitat¬ 
ing and often deadly conditions. 

• Studies have demonstrated 
several important steps women 
can take to help prevent birth de¬ 
fects. Women who are pregnant 
or may become pregnant are ad¬ 
vised to: 

• Consume 400 micrograms of 
folic acid daily. 

• Manage chronic maternal ill¬ 
nesses such as diabetes, seizure 
disorders or phenylketonuria 
(PKU). 

• Maintain a healthy weight. 

• Talk to a health care provider 
about taking any medications, 
both prescription and over-the- 
counter. 

• Avoid alcohol, smoking and 
illicit drugs. 

• See a health care provider 
regularly. 

• Avoid toxic substances at 
work or at home. 

• Ensure protection against 
domestic violence. 

• Know their family history 
and seek reproductive genetic 
counseling, if appropriate. 

“Small steps like visiting a 
health care provider before preg¬ 
nancy and taking a multivitamin 
every day can go a long way,” 
said Robl. 

The National Birth Defects 
Prevention Network is work¬ 
ing with health care profession¬ 
als and public health agencies 
around the country to encour¬ 
age prevention and awareness 
of birth defects among the more 
than 60 million women of child¬ 
bearing age in the United States.

In the third quarter, Joe 
Holman gave the Pilots their 
biggest lead of the night, when 
he hit a shot in the paint for a 45- 
34 edge.

One way the board is looking 
to fund the proposed 3% raise 
increase is by being prudent in 
other budget areas. “We are using 
federal monies in a way that will 
be more advantageous to our 
general funds and in return, will 
increase the amount we have in 
general funds,” explained Supt. 
Collins. “For example, we have 
used general funds to fund some 
professional development when 
that funding can come out of 
Title funds. Another example 
is using federal funds to pay 
for certified employees instead 
of using general funds to pay 
for some employees. We are 
being more prudent in the way 
we fund or pay for services and 
employees that will increase the 
general funds.” 

The delay in presenting a 
budget draft, stems from a 
central office employee being 
terminated in late October 2013. 
The Kentucky State Police has 
been investigating a theft after 
an internal investigation of the 
possibility of misappropriation 
and missing funds by a former 
employee. 

At the time of the release, 
Supt. Collins assured parents, 
staff and taxpayers that it in no 
way threatens the operation of 
the district and/or the delivery 
of educational services to the 
students. 

“The board has made a very 
positive statement by setting 
forth their goals of competitive 
salary, improving school 
facilities, and planning for the 
future,” added Supt. Collins. 
“I commend the board for their 
efforts in producing a balanced 
draft budget that addresses our 
immediate and future needs.” 

With January as School 
Board Appreciation Month, 
Supt. Collins paid the board 
recognition for being unified 
in their decision-making and 
ability to work together. “Our 
vision is all around us,” he said. 
“Which is Proficiency, Positive 
Relationships and Pilot Pride.” 
The two schools hosted a small 
reception during the Thursday 
night meeting, echoing their 
appreciation. 


Improvement Plan). “When 
test data came out in August 
we began dissecting the data,” 
she explained.
